Lexin^on’s Sedond Day Marked by a Biff Attend- 
ance-Satin Wins Like a Good One — Colonel 
Vennie Out of the Derby. 



I^exiiiffton, Ky., April 28. — The absence of moist- 
ure and a risiiifc temperature served to asist in 
l>rinffin(; out another bumper attendam*e at the 
Kentucky Association c*ourse this afternoon. The 
track was in bad condition and it required a 
sturdily built racer to race over it with any degree 
of facility. Tl»e Beaumont purse of $800, over 
the mile and seventy yards route, was the best 
offering and produced a fairly satisfactoroy t*on- 
test, the long end of the purse going to Dodge, 
an overwhelming choice which had to fight it out 
hard- for a time with Milestone to win by over a 
length. Milestone landed 20 lengths before Big 
Fellow with Jack O’Dowd and Polroma, the other 
starters trailing. The five are Kentucky Derby 
eligibles, but they will have to display perform- 
ances superior to that of this afternoon to be re- 
garded as serious factors in the big Louisville event 
on May 13. 

Former Senator J. N. Camden showed up what 
may be a rattling filly in Satin, a slashing daugh- 
ter of Peter Quince and Nun’s Cloth. McTaggart 
got her away from the barrier with a rush and 
avoided getting caught in a jam on the first turn, 
then she drew out in the stretch to win eased up. 

The ofiener was productive of a surprise when 
Edna Kenna won handily over Wanda Pitaer and 
Carrie Orme. 

The banner attendance that has marked the first 
two days of the meeting under anything but propi- 
tious conditions, has caused the management to 
realise that the sport has outgrown the plant and 
the directors are already devising means to enlarge 
it to meet the requirements. The betting enclosure, 
liarticularly, is entirely inade<iuate and is re- 
sponsible for much congestion. 

R. L. Baker’s Father Riley accounted for the 
third race, in which some fairly goo<l ones ran, 
Billy Joe landing in second place. Another sur- 
prise attended the running of the sixth nice, wdien 
Port Light won with great ease over Ben Quince 
and White C'rown. Fleuro was thought to be a 
’’good thing,” but Kederis rode him ineffectively. 

Jockey T. McTaggart came over from Louisville 
during the afternoon, especially to pilot Satin in 
the two -year -old filly rac*e, and contributed largely 
towards her victory. He stated that he was un- 
aware what horse would represent H. P. Whitney 
in the Kentucky I>erby, but he felt certain it 
W’ould not be Slipshod, which has not been training 
up to Albert Simons exiiectntions. 

John Sanford’s crack, George Smith, was given a 
mile work-out during the atternooii and went the 
distanc*e in 1:51%. His appearance on the track 
excited much interest. 

Jefferson Livingston stated today that Colonel 
Vennie would iiositively not be a starter in the 
Kentucky Derby, us he has been temiiorarily re- 
tired from training on account of a slight skin 
(nMCus«>.

It is understood that five of the members of 
J. E. Madden’s stable that wintered here and 
have remained all spring, will bo' sent to Hamburg 
Place to stay until next fall. If he decides to 
race any of his remaining horses now here in Ken- 
tucky this spring and next summer, it is reported 
that they will be in the stable of 8. M. Hender- 
son, the Louisville trainer wiio owns the good 
filly Elizabeth McNaughton. 

The reiiort came to trainer W. C. Clancy at the 
Downs yesterday that the broodmare Midge had 
just dropi>ed a fine filly foal by Ultimus at the 
Wickliffe Stud. This filly is a sister to Luke Mc- 
Luke, which won the Kentucky Handicap in 1915, 
in the Kentucky record time for a mile and a 
quarter of 2:02%. 

On account, it is reported, of having developed 
a hardening of the arteries iq one of his legs, it 
has been decided to withdraw Ultimus from the 
stud this spring. It is thought in time he will 
overcome his present affliction, he being yet a 
young horse. 

The decorations on the outside covers of the 
coming book program of the New Louisville Jockey 
Club’s spring meeting is unusually ornate this 
year. On one side is a beautiful cut of Regret, 
the winner of the Kentucky Derby last year, 
and on the other sire is a cut of the first Ken- 
tucky Derby winner, Aristides. Both these cuts 
are inserted in a frame. The one around Regret 
is of blue and brown, which represent the coiors 
of that great filly’s owner, H. P. Whitney, while 
the one around the cut of Aristides is the famous 
McGrath colors, green and yellow. It is all 
around as handsome a book program as was ever 
issued by this or any other racing association. 

At the closing -out sale last fall of the Elmen- 
dorf Stud, George J. Long of Bashford Manor 
Farm secured the richly -bred English mare Mrs. 
Delaney with little opposition, owing to her being 
then twenty years old and the belief that, though 
she was mated to Hessian, there was a doubt about 
her being in foal. This spring, however, the 
mare has all along shown signs of being in foal 
and she is now expe<*ted daily to drop a colt or 
a filly at Bashford Manor Farm, which will be 
regarded as priceless by her present owner. Mrs. 
Delaney is the dam of Right Royal and is the 
only daughter of tlie mighty St. Simon that ever 
was in the stud in Jeffersiiii r>ounty. She was 
broiiglit to this <*ouutry from England liy the late 
Marcus Daly, who secured her from her English 
hreiMler, the Duke of Portland. She is out of 
Isinay by Isonomy, and her next dam is St. Al- 

vere, by Hermit. Mrs. Delaney is a sister to the 
two great English horses, Simon Dale and Darley 
Dale. The latter won the Kcliiise Stakes and Simon 
Dale was the winner of the Prince of Wales Stakes 
on the British turf. Hessian is a son of Water- 
cress — Colonial, by the great Australian horse 
Trenton. j 

In talking over the eld -time racing at the Downs 
track the other day, W. B. Jennings, who has 

charge of the big string of English -bred horses 

owned by A. K. Macomber, mentioned tliat the 

first horse lie ever owned was one called Alloj', 
by Alarm out of Geneva. He secured this horse 
at Moberly, Mo., Alloy having originally come 
from the Kentucky stable of James A. Grinstead. 
The next horse he had was also bred by Grinstead, 
that being Bingen, by Bonnie Scotland. He then 
secured a half-sister to Blue Eyes from A. Keene 
Richards ami then bought the speeily Pearl Jen- 
nings from W. S. I’ayuc. Of course he secured 
the latter wiicn she was a youngster and unknown 
to turf fans. He only paid $200 for this marc. 
Two liiindriMl and fifty ilollars of this went to 
Payne and the extra ten dollars went to a horse- 
man who hud told Jennings about the filly. 



ILL FORTUNES OF AN ENGLISH TRACK. 



That the Lincoln Handicap should be run at 
Lingfield is the first really worthy recognition 
which this always admirable race course has re- 
ceived. and it is now likely to go on from strength 
to strength. How curious are the vicissitudes 
of race wuirses! There are not many people alive 
who know as mucli about Lingfield as I do, and 
I know that it would have been on the top line 
twenty -five years ago. or earlier, had all gone well 
w'ith the admirable scheme of the Bellaggio estate, 
on whicli were built many excellent houses, with 
a central ^•lubhouse — now the Bellaggio Hotel — a 
trout stream well stoi'ked, other siiorts liandy, and 
a race <*ourse as a special attraction. It was, 
and is, a delightful place for the building of well- 
secluded houses, and. that central clubhouse was a 
sort of deus ex machina for the relief of the 
servants of the householders, for these latter could 
dine or lunch there whenever they liked. All 
would have gone with a blaze of triumph had a 
impular memlier of societj’ been installed as the 
general manager — such a man, for example, as 
the late Sir John Astley — but this was not done, 
and it so happened that Mr. Artliur Burr, who has 
since tiecoiiie notable in connection with Kent 
coal, had proinoteil tlie whole Bellaggio scheme, 
and thought that he could carry it through with- 
out adventitious aid. I Jiave not a word to say 
against Mr. Burr, whom, iudeed. I liked; but he 
got out of his depth wlieii it came to the run- 
ning of the Bellaggio scheme, and the first trouble 
M'as with the race course, for the late Mr. James 
I>»wther. who was then ulI-iKjwerful in the Jo<*key 
riiib. did not like Mr. Burr — much as the iioet 
disliked D«ictor Fell— and it soon trunspireil tli.at 
the Lingfield raw eoiirse, then lialf-made, would 
never tie li<-ensed so long as Mr. Burr participated 
in its ownership. Mr. Lowther was a just man 
and of plain cominoii sense if ever man was, but 
iu this instance he must have been prejudiced by 
some spiteful rumor or another, for there seems 
to have been no reason whatever why Mr. Burr 
sliould have been objecteil to; iudeed. he had never 
had anything to do with racing. 

But the fiat had gone forth, and it lieoame well 
known that Lingfield race course must be wholly 
severe<| from the Bellaggio pntperty ls*fore it c«»iihl 
have any chance wliatever of obtaining a .lo<'key 
riiib license. Thus it liup|iem?d that Mr. Ge<-il 
I>*igh liought the property under the advice of the 
late Mr. Stogdoii, solicitor, and the late Major 
Dalbiac was secunMl for the purpose of completing 
the course and stands and establishing the whole 



show. Even so, it was long before Mr. Lowther 
could be satisfied that the race course was clear 
of the Bellaggio element, and the late Mr. Houlds- j 
worth was also hostile to the scheme, so that, al- I 
though National Hunt meetings were brought off, it 
was only after considerable patient waiting that 
the Jockey Clnb stewards at length relax^ and 
sanctioned flat racing at Lingfield. If, as I say, a 
Iiersona grata, such as Sir John Astley, had been 
induced at the outset to act as general manager of 
the whole Bellaggio scheme, including the race 
course, the estate would have touched the zenith 
of fashion in double quick time, but poor Mr. Burr 
was a persona ingrata, because at that period in 
particular the Jockey Club stewards were deadly 
suspicious of all financial arrangements in con- 
nection with race courses, and Mr. Burr, who was 
at the back of the whole Bellaggio finance, was 
brought into undue or, one might rather say, un- 
necessary prominence. However, Mr. Cecil Leigh 
had no reason to regret these strange happenings, 
for since he bought the Lingfield property it has 
gone steadily along, increasing year by year in 
liopularity, until now we come to this great day, 
and the Lincolnfield Handicap is run there. — “The 
Special Commissioner” in London Sportsman. 



OATS BEST FOR THE THOROUGHBRED. 



The value of ensilage for horses is discussed 
in many of the farm journals, but the trainers 
of race horsei, trotters and runners .iune not im- ! 
pressed by the arguments, writes the veteran 
Hamilton Busbey in The American Horsebreeder. 
The grain which sustains vitality in the severest 
of physical tests is oats. It is less heating than 
corn, and this is a point not to be overlooked in 
condensed effort. The horse which covers a mile 
in the sliortest space of time is recognised 
as the champion of his class. When John 
Harper, in 1871, brought Longfellow from Ken- 
tucky to the Atlantic seaboard to run against 
such horses as Harry Bassett, Helmbold and 
Preakness, he carried with him corn in the ear, 
and this was a part of the daily ration of the 
great son of Leamington and Nantina, by Browner’s 
Eclipse. Hariier was an old-fashioned farmer, and 
he liad ex|ierimented with corn in liquid and other 
shapes, and knew its evil. The eastern trainers 
stiu'k to tlieir oats, but the stride of Longfellow 
was almost invincible. He stood nearly seven - 
tiH>n Iiaiids, and the smaller and sliorter gaited 
horses liad to put on extra steam to keep pace 
with liiin. Harry Basset finally boat liim for the 
Saratoga Cup, two and one-fourth miles, in 3:,59. 
the fastest race of its kind of that date. Uncle 
John then scratched his head and conceded the 
value of oats. One moilern writer contends that 
the corn and alfalfa ration contains the largest 
amount of nutriment. This ration may serve the 
slow farm horse, but not the race horse, whose 
energy is <*rowde«l into a time space measured bj* 
seconds, not by hours. — Toronto Globe.

Sir Diglitori. made a 
dead heat with Major McCulinont’s Koi d’Ecos.se in 
the Craven Stakes at the Newmarket Craven meet- 
ing April 13. with Lord Derby’s Piialaris. the even- 
money favorite, third, a length and a half away.

Rojal Meteor Succumbs to Southern Gold in the 
Feature Race of the Da j— ’Reported Move 
for Racing in Milwaukee. 



Baltimore, Md., April 28. — A featureless card of 
seven races offered at Havre de Grace this after- 
noon resulted In stirring sport. Well matched 
fields of mediocre horses participated in the various 
races. The card w’as wholly given over to selling 
platers and what was accorded the feature position 
was a dash at one mile and a sixteenth. A field of 
eight took part in this race, with old Royal Meteor 
ruling an overwhelming choice. By a narrow 
margin Sonthem Gold gained the verdict over 
Royal Meteor, with Louise Travers a good third. 

Weather conditions changed for the better tliis 
afternoon and there was a large increase in the 
attendance. The going also represented a big im- 
provement over that of yesteraay, althongh along 
the inner rail the track was still heavy, while on 
the outside it was in fair condition. The result 
was that most of the horses finished on the outside 
to secure the. benefit of the good going. 

Favorites fared poorly, but several of the winners 
were warmly supported. 

M. B. Houser has decided to remain at Havre 
de Grace with his horses for a wi*ek or ten days, 
when he will ship to the Woodbine track at 
Toronto. 

The National Steeplechase Cup will be run to- 
morrow in the Green Spring Valley under the 
auspices of the Maryland Hunt. A big field will 
go to the post. Foxhall P. Keene and F. Ambrose 
Clark will be represented with starters. Old Ticket 
of Leave, which has started so often in this race, 
will not go this year. He has been shipped to 
William Garth’s farm, where he is tnmed out. 

Fred Foster has received a letter from a friend 
in Milwaukee telling of a movement on foot in 
that city to hold a race meeting along the same 
plans that worked so well in New Orleans. It is 
being fathered by a business men’s association, as 
was the New Orleans meeting. 

It now develops that Renurd, the filly from W, 
T. Anderson’s Palace Stable, so badly kicked by 
Sea Beach in her only start here, is more seriously 
injured than the first examination disclosed. Re- 
cent developments indicate that the hock joint has 
been injured. . 

Several horses were transferred from Havre de 
Grace to Pimlico today. Larry Carey sent Cliff 
Field and another of his own there, as well as 
Illuminator. 

O. E. Pons sent his string over and said that his 
Lexington string would be shipped from Kentucky 
to Woodbine Park, Toronto. Mike Daly and W. 
Martin were others to move to Pimlico. In all 
there were thirty -six horses shipped to the Mary- 
land Jockey Club’s track. 

Supreme was sold back to W. C. Hodge by J. J. 
McCauley today. 

W. M. CAIN LOSES JOCKEY GARNER. 

Frankfort. Kj’., April 28. — The injunction grantiMl 
by the Fayette Circuit Court restraining Mack 
Gamer, iioteil lightweight jockey, from riding for 
any owner or iierson exc-ept W. M. Cain, was dis- 
solved Weilnesday by Chief Justice Miller, of th»? 
Apiiellate Court. The <*ourt held that as Gurnt*r 
w'as under the age of 21 years when liis father made 
the contract with (’aiii for Garner’s services as an 
exercise boy and jockey, that hef was not bound by 
it. It seems that Garner’s parents liad become 
separated and divorced when the elder Garner made 
the contract with Cain for the boy’s services, by 
which the lad was to receive $25 a month the first 
year. $35 tlie second, and $50 the third. Notwith- 
standing tills contract, Mrs. Garner, motlier of tlie 
lad, liad been awardeil the custody of her children 
by the Iowa Circuit Court, and apiiointed the lad’s 
guardian. 

Garner began work for (’ain at Butte, Mont., and 
dcvelopt*d so rapidly tliat in tw’o years he was the 
foremost lightweight jockey in America. Cain and 
others testified that Garner’s services were easily 
worth $20,000 for the last eighteen months of the 
contract. While at El Paso in 1914, however, Cain 
discovered tliat Garner intended to enter into a 
contract with James L. Holland for his services, 
and did later enter into this contract at a salary of 
$200 iM*r month, payable to his mother. The in- 
junctiuii was secured during last spring’s meeting at 
Ix'xington. Tlie court held that the contracts with 
tlie father and the i-ontract with the mother wen* 
not binding on the boy. One of the most difficult 
problems was to solve in this case was to whom the 
boy really owed services, as the mother and father 
were remarrieil after their divorc-e and after the 
contracts were made. 

Judge Miller said the only question involved was 
how far Mack Garner was bound by his i*ontract 
with Cain, It was not an indenture of apprentice- 
ship. and his father was not a party in interest to 
the contract.
